REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SOLDIERS’ MEMO- 
RIAL AND CELEBRATION, JULY 4, 1919. 


Agreeable to the vote of the town, the committee early 
in the spring set about the work entrusted to it. 

At the first meeting, the committee organized, with A. 
L. Mackie chairman, Dr. N. W. Beane secretary and James 
Monahan as treasurer. The matter. of plans for a memo- 
rial was discussed. We received the very generous gift of 
$100 from Mrs. Fannie Sanborn, on condition that the 
memorial be made more permanent than the bronze tablet 
placed on the Town Hall, as first suggested. 

After due consideration and consulting the Selectmen, 
it was decided. the memorial should be of stone, with a 
bronze tablet set into it, same to be located on the so- 
called common land west of Town Hall. 

The memorial was cut from a boulder on the north side 
of Falls Hill on the farm of J. Frank Kimball. The same 
was erected and properly dedicated July 4, 1919. 

The committee would take this opportunity to thank — 
Mrs. Fannie S. Sanborn for her gift, that. made possible 
the permanent memorial. 

We would also thank the town’s people for their sup- 
port, both with money and labor, that went to make the 
celebration on July 4 a success. 

Our report shows a balance in the memorial fund of 
$27.93 and in the celebration fund $5.09; total, $33.02. 

There is still some work that should be done around the 
memorial. There should be more filled in at the back, and 
shrubs which were planned to be set last fall should be put 
in this spring.and the whole reseeded ; and we would recom- 
mend that the above joint fund be used for this purpose..
